TREASUREK’S REPORT 


Peabody, Mass., Dec. 31, 1917. 

Trustees of the Peabody Institute: 

Attached you will find my report for year 
December 31, 1917. You will obseiwe that the present 
market values show a marked shrinkatfe in comparison with 
book value of our securities. This is due to the prevailing 
war conditions, and does not effect us in any greater ratio 
than it does other large holders of securities. 

A large percentage of our funds are invested in rail- 
road securities. The Government’s program for the con- 
trol of the railroads will strengthen our holdings and is 
about the best thing that has happened in years, to strength- 
en the railroads, as railmad securities for the time being 
are Government securities. Our policy of the last few 
years has been to reduce our railroad holdings as far as 
practical, without effecting our principal. 

Our securities are in good condition, and pay interest 
excepting the following; 

$5,000.00, 28th and 29th St. R. R. Crosstown, New 
York 5’s. This road has not paid interest since April, 1908. 
These bonds are practically w^orthless, and in the near 
future we will be obliged to charge them off our books. 

$1,000.00, Chicago & West Michigan R. R. S’s, which 
have not paid interest since June, 1914. This road is re- 
organized under the Pere Marquette, and we received 
$1,136.00 in Series A Bonds, Pere Marquette R. R. 5's in 
exchange for our bond. 
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$1,000.00, Boston & Maine R. R. 4 ’s. This has not paid 
interest since January 1, nnd is now in Receiver’s 

hands, and proceedings as to Receivership are now pending 
in the United States Court. 

During the year the following securities matured: 

Reserve Fund 

$1,000.00, United Gas & Electric Co. 5’s. 

Purchased with the proceedings $1,000.00 Northern 
States Power 5’s. 

We purchased the following securities from surplus 
funds: $1,000.00, Northern States Power 5’s, and $1,000.00

We purchased with surplus funds: 

$1,000.00, U, S. Liberty Bond 4’’s. 

During the year we placed the following additional in- 
surance; General Liability Policy, $10,000.00; Liability 
Workmen’s Compensation Policy, ^4,000.00. 

The Lyceum Library Committee were allowed a total 
of $3,700.00, during the past year.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with our instructions we have audited 
the books and accounts of the Treasurer of the Ti’untees for 
the year ended December 31, 11)17 and report thereon as 
follows: 

The income from interest on bonds, dividends on stocks, 
and bank interest has been verified and all found fn be ac- 
counted for properly. The full income from real estate 
rentals has been received excepting from one tenant who is 
one month in arrears. Receipts from hall rent and sundry 
receipts by the library were not verified but accepted as 
shown in the cash books. 

Cancelled checks and vouchers were on hand covering 
all disbursements, the vouchers being properly approved 
where such approval w^as necessary. 

The cash balances as shown by the cash l)Ooks were 
found to be in agreement with certificates obtained from the 
bank as of December 31,' 1917 after allowing for outstanding 
checks. 

The securities and savings bank books representing the 
investments of the various funds w^ere examined and found 
to be on hand as called for by the records with the excep- 
tion of $2,000.00 Liberty bonds reported by the Treasurer 
to be in process of being registered. The savings bank ac- 
counts were not verified by communication with the banks, 
but the several balances showm in the savings bank books 
were initialled by members of the Board of Trustees. 
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The value of the real estate investments of the funds 
has not been verified as your Treasurer stated that the 
values given were placed upon the Property a few years ago 
when an appraisal was made. The book value of the Wallis 
House has been increased $3,500.00 during the year. No 
authorization of this increase was in evidence in the records 
of the Trustees or of the Finance Committee. A proper 
vote of approval should be passed and incorporated in the 
records. 

We have seen insurance policies covering the buildings, 
personal property, liability, etc. to an amount of $147,850.00. 

Attached hereto and forming a part of this report are 
three schedules showing the transactions of the Trustees for 
the year and the condition of the funds at the end of the 
year.

LIHRARY COMMITTEE 


To the Lyceum and Library Committee : 


Report of the Library Committee for the yea'' endmtt 
December 31, 1917. 

The conditions prevailing in our City, as w®!* 
every other American community for the greater par o 
the past year, were not favorable for Library 
yet our Peabody Library has had a successful yeai'. 

The quiet but ellicient supervision of the entire wo 
of the Library, and the good order maintained among t e 
voung people who frequent the Reading Room, 

Lived many favorable comments from patrons and visito . 
during the year. The sign “Quiet," which is 
several places in the Library, means more than an oramary 
notice, — it is ai; existing reality. 

The Librarian, with the approval of the Library Com- 
mittee, decided to open the Library at 1 o’clock P. M. for 
the purpose of giving High School scholars living m Soum 
and West Peabody an opportunity of taking out books, be- 
fore returning to their homes at the close of school, me 
experiment has not been rewarded with as great a 
of success as was expected, and its continuance will be a 


subject for future consideration. # u/ i 

The Librarian, after consulting with a number of wesi 
Peabody citizens regarding the circulation of Library tooks 
in that section of the City, decided to establish a dehve^ 
station at the West Peabody Post Office. His efforts to 
bring the advantages of the Librai*y within the reach of 
every resident of the City, are very commendable, and it 
is hoped, that he will receive the cooperation and apprecia- 
tion of those for whom he is so diligently working. 
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Carefully selected additions, monthly in- 

stalments, have kept the patrons of the Library well sup- 
plied with the latest and best publications in history, travel 
and fiction, although nothing of more than ordinary merit 
will be found in the year’s publications. In biography, the 
life of “James J. Hill,” the great railroad builder, was per- 
haps the most notable addition, n reveals a 'wonderful 
lesson of the opportunities awaiting the American youth, 
who has the ability and the ambition to meet and master 
any of the industrial problems of American enterprise. 

A large proportion of the literary endeavor of the past 
year has been devoted to the great world war that is now 
devastating the fairest countries of Europe, and in which 
even our own beloved Country was most reluctantly forced 
to participate. Of these publications careful selections were 
made for the Library, but the greater number were rejected. 
The present chaotic conditions in the waring countries, make 
it practically impossible to present an impartial history of 
the horrible crimes and inhuman attrocities, of a war, that 
impeaches the success of our twentieth century civilization. 
When the world again resumes its normal peaceful attitude, 
we may then expect the ti'ue history of this colossal catas- 
trophe, and find the guilty 3.gents of its creation receiving 
their just deserts. 

This war which may affect the destinies of many na- 
tions, may also have its effect on the literature of the future. 
The political conditions that prevented the free discussion 
of human rights in Russia, previous to the revolution of 
this year, left to music and literature the only Medium for 
the expression of her wrongs. 

It is to be hoped, that the changes that have occurred, 
will not affect the work of her patriotic writers, and that 
they will continue to work for her freedom in the future, 
with the genius and melody with which they wrote and sang 
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of her oppression in the past. Their work is 
.lone they are still needed on the watch tower.s oi ineir 
Country, lest the passing of one depotism should tfve way 
to another. 


The Committee is always ready to purchase for the 
T ibrarv any publication of interest to the City’s ttreat in- 
dustry, ’and accordingly several volumes on leather manu- 
facture, were added to the important collection of 
that subject now in the Library. 


The appeal for funds for a War Library for our soldiers 
in the camps and on the battlelields, received the full and 
hearty cooperation of the Trustees and the Coniioittee, as 
well as the Mayor of the City. Meetings were held in the 
Institute, at which plans for collecting money were arranged 
and perfected. The success of the undertaking rellected 
great credit on the Committee in charge of the work on 
which the ladies of Peabody, were well represented. When 
the total contributions were announced, it was indeed most 
gratifying to every citizen of Peabody, but particularly to 
the Committee in charge, to learn that the amount raised 
was far in excess of the sum required. In this as well as 
in other matters of National interest and importance, Pea- 
body has established a record for patriotic work, that is un- 
excelled in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

In the natural course of progress, a library, like all 
other well appointed public institutions requires occasional 
alterations, to maintain its efficiency. 


The Librarian’s report recommends additional shelf 
room, so that new books can be more systematically ar- 
ranged for public inspection, the present facilities being 
entirely inadequate. This recommendation should i-eceive 
consideration the coming year. 
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Owing to the increased cost of books, the purchasing 
power of the appropriation made for the Library Committee 
has been greatly reduced. We wom^j recommend consider- 
ation of this subject by Cne Trusj-^^g^ in making future 

appropriations.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Library and Lyceum. Comnfiitteo : 

Gentlenri 0 |^ • — j respectfully submit herewith my re- 
port as Librarian for the year ending’ December 31, 1917. 

The circulation for the year has been very satisfactory, 
as a reference to the statistics hereto annexed will show. 
One gratifying feature has been an increased circulation of 
books among pupils of certain schools of the city. I hope 
that teachers in other schools will urge upon their pupils 
the benefits of regular use of the library and thus prepare 
the pupils to become intelligent patrons of the library in 
future years. This work among school children cannot be 
begun at too early an age, especially in a manufacturing com- 
munity where so many boys and girls leave school for work 
before entrance to the high school. 

With the approval of your committee, I have estab- 
lished a depot in the post office in West Peabody for the col- 
lection and delivery of books from the library at regular 
intervals. I trust the results of this experiment will justify 
the effort to bring the benefits of the library more gener- 
ally within the reach of the people of that section of the city. 

Owing to the war we have been unable to continue the 
systematic purchase of books in foreign languages as we 
planned, and therefore the work among the non-English 
reading constituency has been handicapped to a large ex- 
tent. I fear that the difficulty in securing suitable books 
in foreign languages may continue until after the close of 
the war. This is to be regretted, as the public library is 
one of the most potent agencies in assimilating the foreign 
element in any community, and there is a large field for 
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work of this nature among the great cosmopolitan popula- 
tion of this essentially’ manufacturing community. 

Another very noticeable result of the war has been the 
increase, in the price of btwks for the library, and with the 
limited amount of money annually for new books, a curtail- 
ment in the number of now books to be purchased has be- 
come necessary. 

I would recommend that additional shelves be installed 
in the main auditorium, where new books may be assembled 
and examined by the public without formality. I believe a 
more general display of the new books offered by the library 
would be appreciated by its patrons and would lead to a 
larger circulation of the better class of reading.

We also have a Librarian who is very' willing: and de- 
sirous to make the Eben Dale Sutton Library a success, but 
the Library is situated on the second floor in the rear of the 
building, out of the way, and a large number of the people 
of the city do not know it is there. It is, therefore, of little 
use. 

If it is possible, it would be better to bring this Library 
downstairs, and have it connected with the main reading 
room. 

It seems almost a foolish proposition to spend good 
money for hirying books which are seldom looked at and 
aie never handled, causing some kind of dry rot to take 
place. 

There are at present in the Libraiy some sixty or more 
volumes of London News which need to be re-bound. On 
account of the extreme high cost, it was thought advisable 
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not to have this done at present until the price got down 
around normal again, as it would cost about 250% more to 
do it today than it formerly had. 

In addition to the London News, there are a large nurn- 
ber of other books which would have to be re-bound, if they 
were to be used at all. Many volumes of these books have 
not been taken from the shelves since being purchased 
except by the Librarian or for cleaning purposes. 

The report of the Librarian given in detail the work ac- 
complished during the year.
